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THE BUDGET IN PARLIAMENT. 


Wao can estimate the difficulties and the troubles of a leader of 
Opposition who heads a party without a plan or a policy? In 
such a situation he finds it necessary not to be silent or inactive, 
and the more when there is a positive delusion existent among his 
followers that they are actually the strongest section in the House 
of Commons. But it appears as if Mr. Disraeli has had to face 
another difficulty, and that from within. In those days of 1853 
when there was a Coalition Government, with an Opposition con- 
sisting of one man only, and that man himself, it would seem that 
he got on much better. Since that time some of the nonentities 
who suddenly awakened one morning and found themselves 
Cabinet Ministers, and, by consequence, Statesmen, have grown 
into a factitious importance; while, in the second grades in the 
ranks of his followers, the commander of the Conservative forces 
in the Lower House has probably, with jealousy and alarm, beheld 
the gradual evolvement of a desire to distinguish themselves 
on the part of some gentlemen whom he would gladly keep 
in the condition of proximate, rather than actual, rising

be traced in the singular course which was taken by the Opposi- 
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tion on the initiation of the debates on the Budget. As the 
matter first stood everything was regular and in order for the 
usual display of Parliamentary tactics. One of the growing 
hopes of the Conservative party was intrusted with the duty of 
moving an amendment on going into Committee on the financial 
plan of the Government, who would, of course, have been suc- 
ceeded on the first night by the usual second-rate member of the 
Government ; and for four nights the discussion would have gone 
on in the ordinary fashion, culminating on the last in an oratorica] 
duel between the Leader of the Opposition and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer —an exhibition which would have gained no little 
of its excitement, akin to that which hounded on the gladiators of 
old, by the circumstance that it would have taken place at some 
impossible hour of the morning. 

But for once, or at least for the special occasion, the expectation 
was destined to be disappointed. In the quietest and least 
obtrusive way Mr. Disraeli placed a notice of amendment, on the 
paper which, of necessity, interposed between the formal and 
broad issue which was about to be joined, and, putting himself 
in the van, he led an attack which, feeble in its conception, was 
equally feeble in its execution; which, if it was intended as a 
feint, was, by bad management, and probably by lukewarmness 
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if not Gisaffection, in the ranks of his party, suffered 
to be turned into a real movement, and therefore re 
Bulted in a discomfiture so signal, in every sense and from 
every point of view, that its practical result can be little 
less than annihilation of anything like organised and systematic 
attempts to check or control the career of the Government in their 
desling with the progress of their financ'al scheme. If it were 
really of any consequence, if it mattered after what has occurred 
a straw what line the Opposition tock, it might be desirable, if 
not profitable, to inqpire whence and for what reason did this 
change come over the spirit of that dream in the foreground of 
which; floated a Government defeated, but ia the deep shadows of 
which lurked a trade and commerce paralysed, great principles 
overthrown, an alliance promising peace and prosperity shattered 
to its base, and the country distracted by the paltry struggles of 
parties when it was demanding the settlement of vast questions and 
tranquillity for the performance of its duties and its business, 

It is not very wonderful that, after the whole country, with the 
exception of a few class interests, the representatives of which are 
nibbling at details, has accepted the Budget, the House of Com- 
mons should find itself in such a position as to feel bound 
to recognise and adopt it also, It would not be very surprising if 
even the great beer interest—from the producer of hops, the 
dealer in malt, and the potential brewing monopoly, down to the 
miserable publican, struggling in the bondage of his inevitable 
mortgagee, who perforce supplies him with the article in which 
he deals, and which he is obliged to adulterate up to the point of 
poisoning his customers in order that he may live himself —was 
to discover that the reduction of the wine duty is not a strong- 
drink question, ut part of a system of interchange of staple pro- 
ductions between France and this country. In passing, it may be 
hinted, as regards the importation of wine, that it is probably 
only a question of supply whether the reduction of the duties 
may not actually result in gain to the revenue, owing to 
increased consumption. It is not without interest to observe how, 
in addition to the broad and downright effect of the general 
decision by the public in favovr of the financial scheme, the 
sectional influences from without have worked on opinions and 
votes in the House of Commons. MNoting here and there the 
course taken by different individual members, one understands how 
it is that the feeling in favour of the Budget is so widespread, 
and how it appeals to and reconciles so many contending views 
and interests, 

It ia to be remembered that the reduction of duties in France 
includes an immense variety of our products and manufactures; 
and, as the old song says, “many small articles make up a 
eum.” It is quite intelligible, for instance, why Alder- 
man Copeland should for the nonce leave the ranks of the 
Conservative party and follow Mr. Gladstone into the lobby, 
for he represents the great crockery interest in this country, 
a large trade in which with France is likely to ens1e, for it goos 
direct to an immense middle-class want in that country ; and Mr. 
Disraeli wil! probably forgive the temporary defection of his 
follower on this account when he remembers how eloquently in 
one of his novels he deplores that the completeness of a French 
dinner should be neutralised by the absence of hot plates. It is 
probable that Mr. Roebuck will be moved to give more than a 
silent assent to the Budget when he is reminded by his con- 
stituents in Sheffield that they, too, will be called upon to supply 
another middle-class want in France, in the shape of cutlery that 
will cut, at a moderate price. It would not be very astonishing, 
too, if ere long in France in ordinary houses there will be disco- 
vered locks that will secure doors, and keys sufficiently portable 
to be carried conveniently in the pocket. The inhabitants of 
the county of Durham have contrived to impress their representa- 
tive, Mr. Liddell, with the justice and wisdom of an international 
arrangement which will give additional stimulus to the dealings in 
their great staple product of coal, with regard to which they are 
of opinion that it will be in their power to supply any demand 
from abroad, in addition to those of their customers at home» 
without any chance of their exhausting our national carbonaceous 
vein in three hundred years, and without unduly strengthening 
the militant power of France, in reference to an article which for 
that purpose she will and must obtain somewhere, whether we 
like it or no. 

It is from the contemplation and the comprehension of details 
like these that the reason is led up to the thorough understanding 
of the great principle which runs through the whole of Mr, 
Gladstone’s fiscal arrangements. If the heavy impost of an 
income tax at its prerent percentage be considered from the 
right point of view it will be seen how that also contributes 
towards the ultimate end which is designed. That object is the 
preservation of peace and tranquillity in Europe and the 
world. It is a question of time only whether the policy 
which bas just been inaugurated does not result in placing 
the relations between England and France on the same footing 
as they stand between England and America. Jealousies and 
touchinesses, if not arising from exactly the same causes, exist 
equally between England and France, and England and America; 
and it is not too much to say that often on both sides, in 
each instance, there is a latent desire to come to blows. How 
many times within the last twenty years has war between this 
country and the United States been pronounced to be more than 
imminent; and who shall say that the passage of a single mail- 
steamer between Liverpool and New York has not brought an 
influence to bear which has tended to arrest the very inception 
of an insane and mutually suicidal struggle? What is to pre- 
vent a similar state of things arising out of the interweaving 
of national interests, and the consequent better personal knowledge 
of the citizens of France and England each by the other’? It 
is not yesterday that the prophetic eye of statesmen have beheld 
the yielding of military power before the advancing force of trade 
and commerce; but within the last quarter of a century it has 
become an acknowledged fact that the time is approaching when 
the rule of the sword must yield to the potent reign of peare 
which must follow the universal intercourse of nations. It is no 


small step in this direction when the Sovereign of the first mili- 
tary power of the world has given in his adhesion to the principle 
and the practice which must end in the ultimate melting away of 
bis armed legions, 


Is it too much to anticipate that the time is 








not too far distant when a new state of things in Europe will 
enable this country te reduce her vast expenditure; and is 
not that the real way to look at the prospect of minimising 
or abolishing the income tax! That tax, as at present imposed, 
is simply the investment of so much capital by this nation for 
the carrying out of a great scheme of regeneration in the world— 
a scheme for binding all mankind—and us and our nearest neigh- 
bours in particular—by one vast chain of mutual interests and 
common objects which neither the ambition of Sovereigns, the 
blundering of diplomacy, the thirst for military glory, nor the 
incapacity and blindness of statesmen, will be able to shake, far 
lees to burst asunder, for their day of influence for good or for 
evil will have been superseded by the dawn of that practical 
millennium which will be comprehended in the brotherhood of all 
the peoples of the earth. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 
THE EMPEROR AND THE POPE. 

A despatch addressed by M. Thouvenel to the Duke de Grammont, 
French Minister at Rome, explaining the Emperor Napoleon’s policy 
towards Rome, was published in the Moniteur of Friday, the 17th 
inst., and a telegraphic summary thereof was given in our town 
edition last week. This despatch examines the recent facts which 
have caused the present state of affairs in the Legations, and states 
the reasons of the evil, and to whom belongs the responsibility of it. 
The revolt of the Romagna is attributed to the insuperable repug- 
pance of the Pope to grant reforms, and a renewal of the occupation 
of the Legations by foreign troops is declared to be impossible. An 
obstinate refusal to recognise the real nature of the present state of 
affairs will aggravate it. But if the Pope will discuss the question 
in a purely temporal point of view his Holiness will bring about, 
however late, changes favourable to his cause. Such a course would, 
at any rate, enable the French Emperor to lend his support to a eon- 
ciliatory and reasonab'e policy. 

Monday's Monitevs contains a circular, addressed by M. Rouland, 
the Minister of Public Instruction, to the Archbishops and Bishops 
of France, exhorting the clergy not to indulge in such outbursts of 
passion as have taken place among them, and oy the hope 
that the Bishops will bring back to their “y | the mon who have 
deperted from it. He reminds them that the disagreement bet ween 
the Emperor and the Pope does not refer to oy but only to 
temporal questions, and finally warns them that disorders compro- 
mising religion and prejudicial to public peace must be prevented. 
The Emperor, who, as the Minister tells the Bishops, has never mado 
use of the prohibitions with which the special laws of France arm 
him, now energetically wills that the laws be my we ey maintained 
and executed. He has, however, the firm hope that the Bishops will 
fulfil their mission of order, peace, and conciliation. 

A circular on the same subject has been addressed by ths Minister 
of the Interior to the Prefects of Departments. ‘‘The time has 
arrived,” says the Minister, ‘to put an end to the attempts at agi- 
tation on the Reman question.” M., Billault instructs the prefects 
to prohibit, according to law, the distribution of writings and 
pampblets unless duly authorised, and to report to the Couucil of 
State whenever the liberty of the pu!pit is abused. He recommends 
them to combine moderation with firmness, as the Emperor desires 
peace and liberty for religion. 

A meeting has been held in Paris with the object of supporting 
the temporal rights of the Po It was attended by two hundred 
ersors, and incluled Orleanists, Legitimists, Bonapartists, and 
Republicans. There were present members of the magistrasy, the 
Sar, public functionaries, and commercial men. A petition to the 
Senate was drawn up, praying it to interfere with the Government 
on the ground that any attempt against the temporal sovereignty of 
the Pope is an attempt against the liberty of conscience. 








The Moniteur of Sunday publishes a Ministerial report, addressed 
to the Emperor by M. Rouher, on the reform of the tariff for 
prim materials. The Minister expresses his opinion that the 
epoch for the exemption of woo's and cottons may be fixed for the 
15th of April. The Minister further believes that the tariff for 
primary materials could be expressed as follows:—All wools and 
cottons in wool imported from countries out of Europe are exempt. 
If coming from other parts, and in French vessels, to be subject 
to a duty of 3 francs per 100 kilogrammes. If imported in foreign 
vessels, to pay a duty of 5 francs per 100 kilogrammes. The pre- 
miums paid on exportation will be suppressed—l. For threads of 
cotton and wool within two months; 2. For tissues of wool and 
cotton within three months. The report of the Minister also pro- 
poses modifications of the tariff for dyes and chemical products. 

The Patrie of Wednesday declares itself authorised to state that 
the rumour respecting the intentions of the Government to establish 
an income tax is without any foundation whatever. 

On the proposition of the Minister of War the Emperor has exer- 
cised his clemency towards 676 — risoners in France and 
Algeria. Out of that number 396 have ad the remainder of their 
punishment remitted, and 280 have obtained a reduction in their 
term of confinement. . 

A grand ball was given at the Tuileries on Sunday evening, at 
which {were present Prince Napoleon, Princess Clothilde, Princess 
Mathilde, and the Princes and Princesses of the Imperial family. 
After the reception of the diplomatic circle and the presentations 
the Emperor and Empress entered the Salle des Maréchaux and 
dancing commenced. Their Majesties went several times through 
the different salons during the evening, and afterwards entered the 
supper-room. The ball terminated about three in the morning. —— 
Last Saturday night a magnificent fancy ball was given by M. Fould, 
Minister of State, at which all the rank and fashion of Paris were 
present. |The Emperor and Empress were in domino, and seemed 
much amused with the gaicty of the scene. Princess Clothilde 
and Prince 'Napoleon were also present.——-On the poecesing even- 
ing Count de Chasseloup Laubat gave a grand ball at the hotel of 
the Ministry of Algeria and the Colonies in the Place Beauveau, 

M. Beaucé, the artist, specially engaged to depict events in con- 
nection with the war in Italy for this Journal, had tho honour of 
attending at the Tuileries, by command, on Wednesday last, when 
he submitted to the Emperor's examination his large painting of the 
Battle of Solferino (a striking incident in which great fight forms 
the subject of one of our coloured Engravings this week), and all 
the sketches which he made for the ILLUsTRATED London News 
during the Italian campaign. His Majesty expressed his entire 
satisfaction with M. Beaucé’s productions. 

The Emperor has, according to a telegram from Paris, assured M. 
de Lesseps that M. Thouvenel! has been instructed “to seize the first 
cnpereas of entering into negotiations with the E lish Cabinet 
with the object of removing the last obstacles which oppose the 
realisation of the Suez Canal Scheme.” : 

M. Emile Ollivier’s case came on yesterday week for a final hearing 
on the merits before the Court of Correctional Appeals, M. Partarrieu- 
Laffcsse presiding.

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If the eemi-official Correspondancia can be believed, M 
the Emperor’s brother, who left Tetuan with 1000 Scleeaey cs ea 
cavalry, has been robbed of 100,000 dollars by the revolted Kabyles 
and had been abandoned by all his troops except a few men, The 
Gazette states that, as General Buceta, Governor of Melilla, in making 
a sortie from that place inst the Moors, violated orders given 
him by the General-in-Chief, he was to be placed utder arrest and 
brought to trial. 

The Madrid journals of the 16th state that the Cabinet had resolved 
to give Marshal O’Donnell carte blanche to treat for peace with the 
Moors, and that General Ustariz was to convey to him despatches to 
that effect. The Correspondancia, a semi-official organ, says that it 
‘*does not entertain the hope that peace will be obtained.” 

Most of the Madrid journals are opposed to the conclusion of 
peace, and demand the occupation of Tangier. 


BELGIUM. 

_ The Duke of Brabant, heir to the throne of Belgium, made an 
interesting speech in the Senate yesterday week, pointing out the 
progress already made by Belgian industry, and the necessity of 
making still further exertions. His Royal Highness explained the 
mission to China of a Belgian envoy, and urged union with England 
and France in that country. After passing in review the industry 
of Be'gium as it now exists, he dwelt upon the necessity of op2ning 
new markets for Belgian produce, and to appoint Belgian agents 
in every part of the world ; to do this effectually Belgium ought to 
have a great commercial port—and that port should be Antwerp, 


ITALY. 

M. Thouvenel’s despatch has been prosentel by the Duke of 
Grammont to Cardinal Antonelli. The Secretary of the Roman 
States has, in his reply, confined himself to stating that immediately 
upon receiving the orders of the Sovereign Pontiff he will place the 
Nuncio at Paris in a position to communicate the intentions of the 
Papal Goveroment. ‘lwenty-five English Roman Catholic deputies 
have prerented to the Pope a protest from the faithful, which has 
afforded great consolation to the Holy Father. News from Bologna 
states that the peasants complain of the Papal régime. Nine 
Lundred Bavarians, enlisted for the Papal army, have arrived at 
Ancona ; others are expected. More Austrian troops are reported 
to lave arrived in the States of the Church. 

King Victor Emmanuel has reached Mian, where he has been 
received with great enthusiasm. His appearancs at the theatre 
was the signal for a complete ovation. Farini has also been re- 
ceived at Ferrara with great enthusiasm. Tho Corriere Mercantile 
of Genoa states that great activity is observable in the Sardinian 
War department since the appointment of General Fanti to that 

ortfolio. The number of batteries in the army is being raised 
o thirty, eight of which consist of ordnance on a new system of 
rifled canon. All the battalions are being strengthened, and the 
infantry is being armed with the French rifled musket. 

Violence is still the order of the day in Venetia, and the number 
of emigrants thence has, it is stated, reached nearly 90,000, 


AUSTRIA. 

The courier bearer of the definitive answer of Austria to the 
English proporals left Vienna, on the evening of the 17th instant, 
for Paris and London. The reply of Austria explains the reasons 
why the Court of Vienna could not accept the English proposils as 
bases for an arrangement to which the concurrence of Austria would 
be given by her signature. Count Rechberg explains that the pro- 
— do not only essentially alter the basis of the European equi- 
ibrium which was founded by the treaties of 1815, but it is in open 
opposition to the fundamental principle upon which the legitimacy 
of Governments in general, and especially the Austrian monarchy, 
is founded. In the third instance the said proposals destroy the 
rights of the Italian Princes which were placed under the guarantee 
of Europe, and which tae Emperor Francis Joseph has the sacred 
duty to protect in his quality of chief of the house of Hapsbury. If, 
induced by all the motives, Austria declines the proposed negotia- 
tions, she declares, nevertheless, that for the present she will not 
endeavour to undo by force of arms that which she cannot prevent, 
although reserving to herself full and entire liberty of action for the 
future. 

The official Wiener Zeitung of Tuesday contains an Imperial 
decree by which the right of buying and possessing landed property 
is conceded to the Jews of Lower Austria, Moravia, Silesia, 
Hungary, Voywodina, and the Banat, Croatia, Slavonia, Dalmatia, 
and the Littoral districts. However, the Jews in Galicia, Bokowina, 
and Craccw may acquire and retain real property on condition only 
of having received their education in one of the public colleges, or 
of having the rank of an officer inthe army. The Wiener Zeitung 
of Wednesday says that the question concerning the capability to 
possess landed property by Jews of those provinces not mentioned in 
the Imperial decree is reserved for decision by the future represen~ 
tatives of the country. 

PRUSSIA. 


A few days ago their Royal Higbnesses Prince and Princess 
Frederick William were presented with a gold cup studded with 
jewels, as a gift from Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort to their 
little grandchild, the future King of Prussia. The costly chalice, which 
is the production of a London artist, bears the following inscription 
in English :—‘‘ Queen Victoria and Prince Albert to their grandson 
Frederick William, in remembrance of the 5th March, 1859.” The 
date refers to the baptismal day of the little Prince. 

A Berlin journal states that the Russian and Prussian Cabinets 
have concurred in peepeies that a conference of the five great 
Powers shall assemble for the oe of eettling the affairs of Italy$ 
but an agreement has not yet been come to respecting the basis on 
which to hold a conference, 

The Prussian Government has sent a reply to the Saxon memo- 
randum on the military organisation of the Confederation. This 
document combats the deductions of Baron de Boust, and especially 
repels the insinuation that the adoption of the Prussian propositions 
would be equivalent to the abdication of their sovereignty on the 1s 
of the lesser States. In demanding that the federal frees should be 
incorporated with the armies of Prussia and Austria, Prussia only meant 
such a measuse to be applicable during the war. When peace ensued 
each State would recover its natural rights. Prussia also strenuously 
denies all intention of encroaching on the sovereign rights of her 


confederates. 
DENMARK AND GERMANY. 

Bishop Monrad arrived at Copenhagen on Sunday to undertake 
the formation of the new Ministry. He dec'ared to the King that 
his Ministerial programme would entirely differ from that of the 
late Cabinet. His Majesty consented to the policy of the Bishop. 

At the sitting of the Federal Diet, last Saturday, the United Com- 
mittee for the Affairs of Holstein proposed—‘‘ That the King of 
Denmark be requested to fulfil the promises of 1851 and,1852, and to 
grant an assembly of delegates. That the Royal rights, in reference 
to general and special affairs, be maintained ; but that no general 
laws be promulgated without the consent of the Diet of Hoistein, 
Tke vote on these proposals will take place on the 8th of March.

Vienna, Thursday.—The Austrian Gazette announces that the 
reply of the Austrian Cabinet to the French note left within the 
Jast few days for Paris. A conspiracy against Prince Daniel has been 
discovered in Montenegro, the principal participators in which have 
received sentence of death. 

Maprip, Wednesday.—The Correspondancia Autografa states in 
@ correspondence from Tetuan, dated the 16th, that Marshal 
O'Donnell has remitted to the Moors the following bases for the 
conclusion of peace—viz., the possession of all territory conquered, 
including Tetuan; an indemnity of 200,000,000 reals; an engage- 
ment to respect the Catholic religion ; and commercial stipulations 
favourable to Spain. A delay, terminating on the 23rd, is granted 
for a reply. 








UNITED STATES. 


The news from America is not of much interest. . 

The Chamber of Commerce has memorialised Congress soliciting 
mediation between France, England, and China, 

Stephen, the Harper’s-ferry conspirator, has been convicted. 

The Legislature of Mississippi had rejected the bill to repeal the 
State law against the introduction of Africans into the State bya 
vote of 3 tol. 

The Goveinor of South Carolina had pardoned M'chael Porter, of 
thesteamer Marion, who was sentenced to be hanged for aiding in the 
escape of a slave. 2 

A bill appropriating 300,000 dollars for the defence of the frontier 
of Texas fad passed the Senate of that State, and would probably 
pass the House. i 

The steamer Atlantic arrived at New York with Californian 
advices of the 20th ult , and nearly a million and a half of treasure, 
and upwards of 300 passengers. Governor Tatham had been elected 
senator. : 

The paddle-steamer Northern was wrecked on the Oragon on the 
6th of January. Thirty-six persons, crew and passengers, were 
drowned. Among those lost was a Mr. Blomfield, son of the late 
Dr. Blomfield, Bishop of London. 

At New York, on the 10th, it blew a heavy gale, causing consider- 
able damage to shipping. Both bridges of the Jersey City Ferry 
Company were demolished. The Catholic Orphan Asylum in Sixth- 
street was unroofed. A large factory building in Brooklyn was de- 
molished, and hundreds of other buildings in the city of Brooklyn, 
Jersey City, and Hobmen were unroofed or otherwise injured. The 
steamers //endrick Hudson and Isaac Newton were badly injured. 
Fifteen or twenty other vessels were more or less injured. Loss of 
life is reported. 

The barque Huily, recently brought to New York, has succeeded 
in making her escape, and is supposed to have sailed for the Afrizan 
coast, 

The Charleston Courier reports the capture of a slaver off the 
coast of Guinea just as she was about to embark 600 negroes.

mutinies. The preparations for the expedition to China are ad- 
vancing ; but it is not thought that any of the troops will leave 
Caleutta before the month of March. The Chinese Government is 
said to ke assembling great forces for the purpose of resisting any 
attempt to enter the mouths of the Peiho and advance on Pekin, 





The Austrian authorities have received an invitation to attend 
the fourth Statistical Congress in London in the month of July next. 


A telegraphic wire has been submerged between Kurrachee and 
den. 


A destructive fire had broken out at Valparaiso, and destroyed 
fifty houses. 

Advices from Bogota state that the Catholic clergy had collected 
many Bibles which bad been distributed by the London Bible Society. The 
Bibles were burnt in the public square. 

The Kalouga Gazette announces the arrival in that town of 
&chamyl’s family, consisting of fifteen persons, including his two wives, 
two sons, and five daughters with their husbands and children. 

A letter from Teheran of the 21st of December informs us of 
the arrival there of Sir Henry Rawlinson, British Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Court of Persia. 

M. Sainton and Madame Sainton (late Miss Dolby) are at present 
in Paris on a wedding trip, and intend to give a concert in the Grand Sulle 
of the Hotel du Louvre. 

The Queen has approved of M. Antoine Odilon Amédée Fabre 
as Consul at Edinburgh, and of M. Ladislas Cochet as Consul at Singapore, 
for his Majesty the Emperor of the French, 

Peter Paterson, Esq., has been appointed civil engineer for the 
colony of Natal; and John Melliss, Esq., surveyor and civil engineer for 
the island of St. Helena. 

M. Alexandre Dumas has returned to Paris from Italy, bringing 
with him copious autobiographical memoirs of Garibaldi, which it is his 
intention to work up intoa history of the General, in three volumes. 

According to letters from Bologna, Madame Mortara is danger- 
ously ill. Her malady, it is said, has been occasioned by sorrow for the loss 


of her child. 

The Servian Hospodar, Prince Michael Obrenovich, has forbid- 
den his house to the French Consul-General, on account of his offensive 
conduct. 

Sir Cursetjee Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy has given orders to a firm 
at Bombay to prepare a splendid court robe of crimson velvet interlaced 
with gold, which he intends to present to her Majesty the Queen of 
England. 

Accounts frem Vienna state that a commission which had been 
formed to inquire into the subject of the cultivation of tobacco in Hungary 
has not been able to accomplish its task. Differences of opinion having 
arisen among the members, the sittings have been adjourned sine die. 

Count Aldenberg, at present Russian military representative at 
Berlin, is about to proceed to Jerusalem. He is charged to convey to the 
Greek church there a large painting representing its patron saint. This 
work of art is in a black marble frame, set with precious stones, and 
bearing che Emperor’s cipher. 

The late Count Camarisini has bequeathed 3,000,000 scudi (the 
ecudo is equal to about 4s. 3d.) to the Propaganda of Rome, and in his will 
he prays the Emperor of Austria to act as his executor, in order to see the 
sum duly remitted to that institution. 

A letter from Genoa announces the death of the well-known 

ainter Raffet. He had gone to Italy to rejoin Prince de Demidoff, by whom 
fe was first brought into notice, in 1840, as illustrator of the ‘‘ Voyage dans 
la Russie Meridionale.” He had only attained his fifty-eighth year. 


The Tuscan Government has issued a decree suppressing the 
satirical journal Viscardello of Florence, for having published a caricature 
in which the ex-Grand Duke is represented in an abject and disgraceful 
attitude. 

Some of the leading Tuscans have opened a subscription for a 
marble bust of the Devonshire militia rifieman, Mr. Peard, who, it may be 
rememberei, earned the title, during the Lombard campaign, of 
“Garibaldi’s Englishman.” 

A woman named Alliot, a flower-dealer, has been tried by the 
Paris Tribunal of Correctional Police for a singular fraud—namely, selling 
to a lady what appeared to be a m ficent bouquet of natural flowers, 
tut of hich many of the flowers, and particularly the roses, were in paper. 
The fraud having been clearly proved, the womaa was fined 50 francs. 


Sir Jung Bahadoor, who at the last rendered such valuable 
services in routing the rebels from Nepaul, according to a letter from Bom- 
bay, has received a magnificent acknowledgment from our Government in 
the shape of a territory 240 miles long and forty miles broad, for which he 
Las given us in return about 3.00 rebel sepoys, and twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight rebel chiefs.

Chief, has signified his intention of presiding at the dinner of the volunteer 
officers to be given on the 7th of March. 


MILitaRY Savincs-BANKS.—We learn from the Parliamentary 
return just issued that the total amount of the fund for military savings- 
banks, up to the commencement of the present month, is £227,299 10s. 33d. 


The General Commanding in Chief, accompanied by the Right 
Hon. Sidney Herbert, Secretary of State for War, on Tuesday, visited the 
Armstrong -gun ar and the pattern-room, where some of the guns are 
deposited, in Woolwich Arsenal. 


At the levee on Wednesday the uniform of the volunteer 
rifles made its first appearance at Court. It was worn by the Mayor of 
Wisbeach, under his municipal robe. The Mayor is an officer of his corps, 
and came to the levee to present an address, 


In the House of Lords, on Monday night, Lord De Grey, in 
reply to a question, stated that it was intended to encourage the formation 
of separate rifle companies into battalions, and that to each battalion an 
Adjutant would be appointed and paid by the Government. 


Fioccrne In THE Army.—On Friday morning (last week) at 
an early hour, Private Bescroft, of the second battalion of Grenadier 
Guards, now in garrison duty at Windsor, received pursuant to his 
sentence, fifty lashes, in the barrack square, and in the presence of the 
whole of the battalion. He was also sentenced to 165 days’ imprisonment. 
The man bears an exceedingly bad character in the regiment. 


Tue Victorta Cross.—The Gazctte of yesterday week, as we 
recorded in our town edition last week, contained an official notice, which, 
after referring to the resolve, previously declared, to confer this high dis- 
tinction on non-military persons who have borne arms against the mtti 
neers in the late operations in India, signified her Majesty’s intention to 
ecnfer the decoration on Mr. W. Fraser M‘Donnell, of the Bangal Civil 
Service, magistrate of Sarum, for great coolness and bravery on July 30, 
1857, during the retreat of the British troops from Arrah, in havin 
climbed, under an incessant fire, outside the boat in which he and severa 
soldiers were, up to the rudder, and with considerable difficulty cut 
through the lashing which secured it to the side of the boat. On the lash- 
ing being cut, the boat obeyed the helm, and thus thirty-five European 
soldiers escapec certain death. This notice also states that her Majesty has

years to come. rd Elcho occupied the chair, and the meeting was well 
attended by a large number of highly influential personages, including the 
Provost of Eton; Lord West ; the Rev. G. R. Gleig, Prebendary of St. Paul's 
and Chaplain of the Forces; Sir De Lacy Evans, and several members of 
Parliament. Opinions were read from Lord Palmerston, the Bishap of 
London, Lord Brougham, Lord Lyndburst, the Dean of Christ Church (late 
Master of Westminster School), the Eirl of Shaftesbury, and others, in 
favour of the movement; and Lord Flcho stated that he had a!so received 
the convurrence of the Duke of Cambridge, Earl Granville, Lord John 
Russell, the Duke of Argyll, Lord Ashburnham, and othera thereon. Reso- 
lutions were adopted unanimously expressive of an opinion that, with a 
view to the permanence of a volunteer force, it was desirable that ele- 
mentary military drill should be established fn all public and other schools 
as a part of the gencral education, being diso calculated to afford phys'cal 
development as well as great moral improvement of the pupils. One reso- 
lution, moved by the Provost of Eton, who ought to be an authority on 
such matters, was as follows :—‘‘That where elementary drill has been 
established it has been found to conduce to the discipline and orier of 
schools, and to the mental advancement of scholars as well as to tbeir 
physica) development and improvement.” 





TOWN AND TABLE TALK ON LITERATORE, ART, &o, 


A VALUABLE discovery has just been made in the vaulss of an 
eminent London banker. The discovery consists of a large box of 
letters containing the correspondence of Mr. Bradshaw, Secretary 
to the Treasury in the reign of George III., a man very well known 
to the readers of Walpole’s Letters and of the Secret History of 
the Court Intrigues when Queen Victoria’s paternal grandfather was 
King. The letters are of the most confidential nature—written by 
men like the Duke of Grafton, Lord Bute, Lord North, Lord 
Rockingham, Lord Hillsborough, Lord Barrington, Richard Rigby, 
Sir Philip Francis, and Mr. Boswell’s Dr. Samuel Johnson. Johnson's 
letters relate to his pension ; and there are traces of “ Junius” in 
this valuable box of papers. 

This mention of ‘‘ Junius” reminds us that the opening article 
in the March number of Mr. Thackeray's Cornhill Magazine contains 
a pleasant report of a conversation with Lord Macaulay touching 
Junius,” detailing a discovery, hitherto unpublished, fixing Sir 
Philip Francis as ‘‘ Junius” with additional precision. Tho 
‘* Bradshaw Papers’’ will possibly determine the question. 

Only a Knight Commander of the Bath! Thus died, a few days 
back, Napier—the Napier, the historian of the Peninsular War. 
This Napier was in every respect a very groat man, a soldier true to 
the steel he wore, and who gave to all time, with the fidelity of a 
soldier and the skill of a master of the English language, an im- 
perishable book. As long as the English language lasts, as long as 
deeds of unsurpassed skill in managing men and conquering other 
men are held in esteem, Napier’s History will be read by readers 
heroic in arms and conversant with the English languago. It was 
said in our hearing, by a man skilled in letters—and we much 
admire the saying—that Napier’s History was written with tho 
point of a bayonet. That, indeed, was a steel-pointed pen! 
‘‘These Napiers,” it was said by a scholar only on Tuosday last, 
‘* form a family of great men. We have had the lives of tho Norths 
and the Lirdsays—why not the lives of the Napiers!” A man not 
unskilled in scholarship or society added, not unhappily, ‘ Yes, by 
all means; but I would rather have written Napier's * History of 
the Peninsular War’ than have invented Napier’s Logarithms.” 
These sayings were advanced in a large company of wits, and 
the hearers justified what the latter speaker advanced. Never did 
a great j}book come into the world under grester difficulties 
than did Napier’s ‘“‘History of the Peninsular War.” Murray, 
the greatest publisher in London, published the first volume. The 
volume attracted attention. Napier had fought through the Penin- 
sular War; Murray—not the publisher, but the Quartermaster- 
General of Wellirgton—had gone through the same war. ‘ This,” 
said Sir George Murray to John Murray, ‘‘is not the book. I will 
write you the book.” Murray bowed to Murray, and volume two of 
Napier’s noble work was published by another bookseller. And what 
did Murray do for Murray ?—some four Quartermaster articles for 
the Quarterly! The articles are forgotten ; Napier in his “* History” 
lives for all time,

We have read Mr. Hamilton's book in defence of Shakespeare 
against Mr. Collier. At present we shall not pronounce an opinion 
upon it ; but we may in the matter of gossip just mention shat this little 
bit of news, that the genuineness of the ‘‘Shakspere” signature on 
the folio “ Florio,” for which the country paid so much, will soon 
again be called in question—and a little unpleasantly. Since this 
was written Mr, Collier has made his reply to the British Museum 
attack; and the A‘enawm of last week contains a long and able 
vindication of him, written, it is understood, by Mr. John Brace, 
whore knowledge of English history aid of handwriting of the 
seventeenth century is indisputable. 

We hear it is said—‘ What a pity it is that the amateur burlesque 
‘The Forty Thieves’ at the Lyceum Theatre, and the volunteer ball 
at the Floral Hall of Covent-garden Theatre should both be fixed 
for the same night!"

Weare not a nation of shopkeepers; and this England is 
not to be governed, and will not be governed, by vestrymen repre- 
sentatives, or by clamorous members returned by the most ignorant 
rortion of either a thinly-populated or a largely-populated borough 
of any county in England and Wales, Scotland and Ireland, and 
Berwick-upon-Tweed not excepted.

The delay wasa convenience, and Gladstone was only a 
gladiator. In this, of course, we do not believe; but there was a 
Surrey Theatre and my-Lord-Chatham-like look about the whole 
delay.

We leave this reasoning to the judgment of the readers of 
the volume before us, which, we agree, comes within the last- 
mentioned category. There can be no little doubt that the 
characters in ‘ Birotteau,” male and female, are masterly 
delineations of French middle-class life. Even the most uninformed 
and unitiated reader must see at a glance that they are all literary 
photographs. In the minute anatomy of his personages, Balzac 
certainly in this tale seems to us to exceed Fielding, and that is 
saying agreat deal. At times the dissection is so detailed as to be 
almost tiresome, but it is abundantly real. The story is affecting,

In taking up a volume entitled ‘‘Old Friends aud New Acquaint- 
ances,” by Miss Agnes Strickland (Simpkin and Marshall), one feels

these authors... They belong to a class which is far from being the 
highest even in the genus to which they belong, but which holds out 
a temptation we presume not to be resisted by many writers, who, if 
they took higher ground at first, would probably be more really 

successful. If the art of writing up to cer- 
tain standards was more cultivated, though 
probably that immediate success which is 
represented by acceptance by a pbblisher, 
and a place in circulating libraries of the 
second class, weuld not be attained, we 
believe that many an author who sto 
short at the point we have indicated would 
reach to better and more enduring things. 
Most, if not all, of the books of which we 
have here given a flying list might be read 
with sufficient return of amusement, and 
ey | of them of interest, and we should 
be os if our hurried glance at them 1n the 
bulk should tend to introduce any or all of 
them to the notice of our numerous readers. 

The name of Schleiermacher is probably 
not much known in this country, but it isa 
name which has been recognised in Ger- 
many as that of a man who for a quarter of 
a century exercised in Berlin the double 
function of a teacher in the University and 
in the Church, who approved himself a 
fearless*citizen in times of imminent peril, 
and a highly-inspired preacher during a 
period of great religious indifference. It 
is said of him that at a most critical juncture 
in the history of Prussia he contributed as 
much if not more than any individual to 
keep alive in all classes the pride of na- 
tionality and the love of independence, to 
the awakening religious earnestness and the 
quickening of moral sentiments. Everready 
to sacrifice himself in the interest, not only 
of his country, but of the whole German 
nation, then bending under the yoke of 
France, his example acted contagiously in 
Berlin, more especially where his influence 
was supreme, and sustained the people in 
that determination to liberate themselves 
when an opportunity offered, which was 
ultimately so nobly carried out. On the 
15th of February, 1834, a funeral procession 
was seen moving through the streets of 
Berlin—the like of which that capital had 
rarely witnessed before, inasmuch as it was 
by a spontaneous movement of every class 
that the capital of Protestant Germany was 
honouring in death the name of Frederick 
Ernst Schleiermacher. Since that time his 
name and works have continued in high 
repute, but it has been only lately that his 
biography, often demanded, has appeared, 
founded on his own autobiography and his 
letters, and which has been given to the 
English public under the title of “‘ The Life 
of Schleiermacher,” translated from the 
German by Frederica Rowan (Smith and 
Elder). There is much in the work to make 
it fully intelligible how it was that it was 
as cordially received as it has been in Ger- 
many; and we do not doubt but that the 
English public, though less warmly in- 
terested in its subject-matter, will recog- 
nise in it the labours, enthusiastic and yet 
unflagging, of an uncompromising contender 
for great principles. The letters which 
occupy the greater portions of the volumes 
before us of course help us best to a por- 
trait of the mind and heart of the writer, 
and they prove him to have been as warm 
in his affections and excellent in private life 
as he was eminent for his scientific attainments and distinguished 
for vigour and eloquence in his public career. 

In an illustrated work, headed ‘Scenes and Incidents in Mis- 
sionary Labour,”’just published by Seeley and Jackson, even the very 
general and most unthinking public will find a good deal to interest 
them, for the subject-matter embraces a variety of descriptions of 
Chinese life and scenery, and the work includes a range of pictorial 
illustrations, with a letterpress, over Todia, Japan, 
Smyrna, a large portion of savage Africa, the colder and more deso- 
late regions of North America, the district of Guiana, in South 
America, Cuba, New Zealand, and even a part of the interior of 
Russia. The views are selected from those published monthly in 
the Church Missionary Intetligeneer, and the descriptions have 
been compiled partly from that periodical, and partly from other 
sources. While giving a striking notion of the amplitude and 
extent of missionary labour, the work in its present s is not 
purely a religious one, although we are from saying this as intending 
it as an inducement to its perusal. 

Messrs. Day and Sons have recently produced a very nice illus- 
trated volume, called ‘‘The Hills and Plains of Palestine,” from 
sketches by Miss L. M. Cubley. who has also supplied the descriptions, 
During a stay in Palestine, which was the realisation of a dream of 
her childhood, Miss Cubley made numerous sketches of various 
objects of interest, figures, and groups, which on her return home 
were reproduced in the permanent form which they have assumed in 
the volume before us. The only merit that she herself claims, both 
for them and for the descriptions, are their truthfulness ; but we 
think that other merits of skill in design and pointedness in execu- 
tion will be recognised by those who look at the work. Among the 
subjects which we desire particularly to designate are ‘‘The First 
Sight of Jerusalem from the Jaffa Plain,” ‘‘ A Street in Jerusalem,” 

“The Via Dolorosa,” and ‘The Hill Country of Judea from Sco- 
pus.” The sketches of interiors are very good, though, as we think, 
a little harder than those of scenery or landscape. Altogether this 
is a very excellent table-book, for it does not pretend to take any 
rank as a literary production. ’ 

The members of the Royal Association for the Promotion of the 
Fine Arts of Scotland have had presented to them a memorial of 
Robert Burns of no ordinary character and pretension. It consists 
of a series of illustrations of the song of “ Auld Lang Syne,” by 
George Harvey, R.S.A., engraved by Mr. Lamb Stocks, A.R.A. 
Nothing can be more happy than the idea of some of the pictures, 
while all of them are full of character and excellent grouping. The 
execution of the engravings, which are five in number, is admirable, 
The volume, as a whole, is an admirable specimen of the luxurious in 
art as applied to the glorification, in its true sense, of the poet whose 
feamertid leie it illustrates.

Mr. Grapstone won his Magenta gallantly, and with extraordi- 
nary damage to the enemy. The battle has been renewed, and is 
raging while we write, but the Opposition army is dispirited and 
charges languidly, and all seems tending towards a Ministerial 
Solferino, The latest despatches from the scene of conflict will 
be found elsewhere. The Chancellor of the Exchequer distin- 
guished himself in the first engagement by a feat of arms of the 
most brilliant character, and none of his own Homeric heroes 
could have more terribly ‘ poured in thunder on the foe.” Drop- 
ping martial metaphor, it may be said that the best debater in 
the House of Commons delivered, in answer to Mr. Disraeli—no 
unworthy antagonist—a speech in which the lucidity of the argu- 
ment was worthy of the powerful declamation of the orator. 
When Mr. Gladstone addresses himself in his best manner to his 
work, as he did upon the occasion in question, the House of 
Commons is justly proud of its illustrious member. Sometimes, 
like Burke, 
he goes on repining, 
And thinks of convincing while they think of dining 


(or rather of dividing, for he seldom throws himself away upon 
the Impransi); but there was no such waste of thought on the 
occasion in question, when he closed with his adversary like a 
man who meant mischief ;—and he did it. Mr. Disraeli knows 
best whether it was wise to get his forces so exceedingly well 
beaten at the beginning of the financial campaign; but that is 
his affair and Prince Rupert’s. Sixty-three is an awkward-looking 
number in a preliminary majority. 

Macbeth speaks of “ untying the winds, and letting them fight 
against the churches,” The Emperor of the French, persevening 
in his determination not to be injured more than he can help by 
priestly malevolence, has turned his lawyers on his clergy, and 
has signified that he who put down ultramontanist journalism 
will bear no disloyal demonstrations by ultramontanist eccle- 
siastics. <A very strong order on the subject is put into circula- 
tion, and may, perhaps, bring his Majesty nearer to the excom- 
munication gaid to be preparing for him in the arsenal of the 
Vatican. If the French clergy would only read history they 
would see how much nobler was the attitude of the Church of 
France when she was resisting the anti-national tyranny of Rome 
than at any other period of her existence; but this is an “ idea’ 
for which, we fear, the Gallican clergy are not inclined to make 
war, They, as a body, prefer the traditional influence they 
derive from a connection with the City of the Hills and the 
veneration of the ignorant. At present, however, they seem to 
be in terror of the strong hand of the nephew of him who dared 
to imprison and menace the Pope himself, a stronger Pope, more- 
over, than Pius IX., now, it is said, offering all kinds of reforms 
if allowed to retain the Romagna. As the brazen head aaid, 
“ Time was.” 

It is understood that the Duke of Tetuan, who has had expa. 
rience of the truth that “ the absent are always wrong,” especially 
in the palace of Queen Isabella IL., desires to finish the Morocco 
campaign, and return to Madrid. But the Spanish people think 
that more ought to be done in Africa, and their eyes are on 
Tangier. There appears as great hurry on the part of the Moorish 
Emperor to make the submissions demanded by the conquerors. 
The atrocities which have been perpetrated by the more savage 
tribes of Moors upon the unhappy Jews in Tetuan are worthy to 
be mentioned in history beside those which the Spaniards and 
their priests have, in times not so very long past, inflicted upon 
the same unhappy people in Spain, though we do not read 
that any of the Jews have been burned alive in the principal 
square of Tetuan in presence of the Moorish authorities, and to 
the sound of mocking music. It is due to the Spaniards of the 
present day to record that their entrance into the captured city 
has been the signal for the cessation of outrage and the establish- 
ment of something as like order and law as could be expected 
under the exceptional circumstances of the occupation. Rifled 
cannon and the electric telegraph are strangely new introductions 
to Morocco, and it may be reasonably hoped that a compulsory 
civilisation may in due course lead to one of a better nature. 

Until the Budget fight at home shall be fought out there will 
be little other Parliamentary news. On the principle that Parlia. 
ment, like the elephant’s trunk, can both root up an oak and pick 
up a pin, some of its members, titled and untitled, ask it to oc- 
cupy its august leisure by enactments of the smallest character. 
One legislator wants the weights of racehorses adjusted by a 
decree that might more properly issue from the Jockey Club, 
and another proposed a legislation to prevent maid servants from 
standing on window:sills to clean the panes. When we have been 
told that even the organ nuisance, which injures property and 
drives the student wild, was but a thing to be taken up by Parliament, 
it is hardly to be suppesed that we should have acts de minimis 
like the handicap of the turf swindler or the duster of the house- 
maid. The latter “puerility” has indeed been disposed of. 
Members of both Houses are also asked to read a mercilessly long 
pamphlet, in which Colonel Rathborne addresses himself to prove 
that! Mr. Disraeli encouraged him to write against the late East 
India Company, and then sacrificed him, instead of rewarding 
him in the way it is said the distinguished patron of the Colonel 
engaged to do. But, even for.the satisfaction of finding a case 
made out against a public man, people will not tolerate the 
indignation that waxes so awfully voluminous. 

We deplore that our weekly record should have to include 
notice of some lamentable catastrophes. An emigrant-vessel from 
France, and also the well-known Ondine, have been lost, with a 
fearful destruction of life, the details in the latter case being of 
the most heartrending kind. A railway accident has also occurred 
near Tottenham, and several valuable lives have been sacrificed, 
while a large number of persons have been much injured. Among 





natural deaths, the two that will be most noticed are those of tha 
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aged Bichop of Rochester (Dr. Murray), and of Mr. Henry 
Drummond, the representative of West Surrey, a gentleman 
remarkable for his learning, courage, and new theological views. 
The see vacant by the first of these deaths is much too large, 
and should be divided. St. Albans, which is in it, would make 
an admirable centre for a diocese on this side the water, and has 
an Abbey ready to become a cathedral,

Eastern Covuntifs Ratway Company.—The half-yearly 
meeting of this company was held on Thursday at the London Tavern, for 
the purpose of receiving the usual report for the past half year, and for the 
election of directors in the place of those retiring in conformity with the 
terms of the Act of Parliament. After a long personal discussion, in which 
the claims of Mr. Love ard Mr Godson, the retiring directors, and of Mr. 
Waddington and Mr. Gamble, the new candidates, were very freely dis- 
cussed, the meeting agreed to the adoption of the report, whish of course 
carried the dividend of £37s. 6d. per centperannum. The election of directors 
was then proceeded with. For Mr. Love nearly every hand appeared to be 
held up, and he was declared by the secretary, who put the motion, to be 
elected unanimously. Against Mr. Godson there were eight or ten hands 
held up. The meeting very emphatically declared against Mr. Waddington 
and Mr. Gamble, neither of whom demanded a poll 


Birtas AND Dratus.—Last week the births of 950 boys and 
980 girls—in all 1880 children—were registered in London. In the ten cor- 
responding weeks of the years 1850-59 the average number was 1706.—— 
In the week that ended last Saturday 1454 deaths were registered in 
London—757 were the deaths of males, and 697 of females. In the ten 

ears 1850-59 the average number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with 
tt week was 1171. The deaths of last week exceeded by 166 the number 
which the average death-rate would have produced. Smallpox proved fatal 
in 31 cases; while scarlatina carried off 40 persons, and whooping-cough 40 
Diseases of the respiratory organs were the cause of 415 deaths; of these 
250 were attributed to bronchitis (which is still on the increase), aud 125 
to pneumonia, The deaths referred to phthisis, or consumption, were 165. 
Eight persons died at the age of 90 years and upwards, and among these 
Was a wan residing in Goulston-street, Whitechapel, who, it is said, had 
attained the age of 101. 

Firrs.—On Sunday morning a fire broke out on the premises 
of Bradford’s cooperage and stave factury, at Horselydown, which was 
communicated to above twenty other adjacent buildings, and in a short 
space of time several thousand pounds’ worth of property was laid in 
ruins -— On Monday morning three fires took place in the metropolitan 
district. Detween six and seven o'clock a fire happened in the premises 
occupied by Mrs. Emma Jones, Dorset-place, Dorset-square. The firemen 
were unable to get the flames extinguished until the building and all it 
contained were nearly destroyed.—A fire happened the same morning 
on the premises of Mr. Holmes, baker, carrying on business in Northum- 
berlend-park, Tottenham, six miles from the nearest brigade engine 
station. Mr. Holmes’s premises were destroyed, and considerable damage 
‘was done to those adjoining.—Another fire took place on the premises of 
Mr. Smith, a chandler, Salisbury-lane, Bermondsey. Conductor Dunk 
arrived with the Royal Socicty’s escape in the course of a few minutes, 
but Mr. and Mrs. Smith, with their two chi'dren, had previously jumped 
out of the window, but fortunately they received no personal injury. The 
premises vere consumed and the contents destroyed. On Wednesday 
morning fres bioke out on the premises of Mr. Bullen, Grafton-yard, 
Hampstead-read ; of Mr. Fitch, New North-road ; and in an unoccupied 
house, Queen’s-terrace-grove, South Kensington; and considerable damage 
was done in each case. 


Tne Parer Duty.—The annual meeting of the Society for 
Promcting the Repeal of the Taxes on Knowledge was held on Wednesday 
night at St. Maitin’s Hall, Long-acre—Mr. Ayrton, M.P., in the chair. 
The chairman, in opening the proceedings, referred to the success which 
had already attended the labours of the society, and detailed in historical 
order the results of the influence which the society had brought to bear 
upon successive Chancellors of the Exchequer.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Tse Leader of her Majesty’s Opposition has never succeeded in 
gaining any more decided character as a public min than that of a 
clever party tactician and a, skilful manipulator of Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings. He seems to bein a fair way to forfeit even that roputation. 
In the absence of Mr. Gladstone on the last evening of last week Mr. 
Disraeli was tempted by the maladroitness of Lord John Rassell, 
who never could, never did, and never will manage the House of 
Commons, to put an impromptu notice of motion on the paper, 
which has resulted in covering him with personal confusion, and leay- 
ing his party much in the same condition as the Light Brigaie when it 
returned from the charge at Balaclava. [f evera leader was placedin a 
ludicrous position, it was when Mr. Du Cane (whose demeanour can 
only be described by the term “ cocky’) signified his gracious assent 
to affording Mr. Disraeli precedence. At that moment his 
countenance and that of Mr. Gladstcne were the subject of a curious 
study ; and when the former rose it was clear that ho had already 
found out his mistake, and that his heart had failed. Anything more 
meegre as a Parliamentary display, in the sense of its effect on the 
House, was never witnessed, regard being had to the circumstances. 
The bey 4 attitude Mr. Disraeli assumed was significant. He did 
not lean broadways on the brass-bound box on the table and shake his 
bandkerchief at the Treasury bench, as his manner is ; but he turned 
away at an angle, and ad ¢d his voice to, and kept his eyes 
fixed on, the first seat below the gangway, which used to be occu- 
pied by Mr. Drummond, whose infinite jests and Yorick-like wit 
will be heard there no more. This time Mr. Gladstone did not lie 
back on his seat in that assumed repose which has been his ordi- 
nary way of receiving Mr. Disraeli’s set speeches ; but he leanei 
over towards him, marking him with his glittering eye, and flourishing 
a gold pencil-case and a piece of paper about as if he was takin 
notes, which he did not (the idea of his wanting a note !), ro | 
evinced — a grim triumph in the fact that the Parliamentary 
single combat which he thought Mr. Disraeli would have dodged 
away for a week had fallen into his hands at the very outset. The 
probabilities are that eulogium of the speech of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer hes taken every possible shape, in every possible 
mouth ard paper; and, therefore, it will be only necessary 
to affix to it a characteristic here which is, perhaps, not 
so generally acknowledged. To a looker-on at that personal 
cottest the oration seemed to indicate downright cruelty ; it was 
merciless ; it wes like the end of one of those duels of the French 
stage of which that in ‘‘ The Corsican Brothers” is a type, in which 
the victor, having given a mortal thrust to his adversary, draws his 
sword to and froin the wound with a refinement of vengeance and a 
sense of joy in the contemplation of physical agony and mental 
despair. There was a cheerful barbarity all through the demeanour 
and style of Mr. Gladstone’s address, which was not confined t» his 
immediate foe ; as, for instance, when poor, sombre Mr. Newdegate 
croaked out a dismal ironical cheer, he turned on him, and, in the 
very spirit of that appreciation of Warwickshire wisdom attributed 
to Dr. Pair, sbich we mentioned in our Sketches last week, iutimated 
that some utterly ludicrous assertion which he made would be typical 
of the wisdcm of the House as represented by tho lugubrious member 
in question. 

The debate nearly collapsed there, for nobody staid to listen to 
Sir H. Cairns’ gentlemanly fluency, which he accordingly cut short ; 
and, after Sir Rk, Bethell had inflicted some of his lisping sarcasm on, 
ard Sir F. Kelly bad pounded the last drop of patience out of, the 
lingering audience, the Speaker was abont to put the question, 
when Mr. Ayrton, inspired into bitterness, we suppose, by the non- 
appearance of that Indian judgeship which persists ia not turning 
up, burst into so palpable an imitation of Mr. Bright's most impas- 
sioned style that that gentleman, sitting exactly below him, stared 
much as Orson must have done when he first beheld his coun- 
tenance in the mirror-like brightness of the knight's polished 
shield, and he seemed to think it necessary very soon to neu- 
tralise the effect which was caused, by proving that he could 
on occasion make‘a dull speech himself. ery remarkable is the 
evident fraternisation of Lord John Russell and Mr. Gladstone; and, 
when the former was making one of his haw-haw lumbering speeches, 
the continued nods of approbation and ready and constant cheers of 
the latter positively inspired Lord John Russell, and he rose toa 
point in his address which he has not reached for many a day. 
Lord Palmerston must, every hour of his present official existence, 
congratulate himself on his success in inducing Mr. Gladstone to 
join his Cabinet, for he has not only got the man who has saved and 
will preserve his Government if any man can, but he bas got rid of a 
most annoying, damaging enemy on his flank. We'll, Mr. Horsman, 
never forgetful of the contemptuous refusal of the Premier to give 
him a seat in his Cabinet, has taken a similar flanking position, and 
ceitainly dces contrive to discharge a series of the most offensive 
missiles that can be concocted in a continuous volley into his now 
enemy's ranks. He seized on this occasion a happy opportucity, 
when the hour was late and the House crammed, and as he, in com- 
mcn with every one, felt that the chances of any further exciting 
debate on the Budget were as good as lost, he, wisely for his own 
purposes, delivered himself of the speech which he meant for the 
otker and more final discussion. Perbaps Mr. Horsman may not take 
it ill if we venture to mention an opinion which prevails that, 
though acids in oratory, as in cookery, give piquancy, yet that 
ccntinuous draughts of undiluted vinegar are apt to set the teeth 
on edge. 

Many perscns have come to the conclusion that the most 
damaging thing that can happen to the present Ministry is the com- 
mitting to Lord Palmerston the winding-up of great debates. There 
has come over the noble Lord a touch of the spirit of 1857, which, 
happily for him on this occasion, the bitterness and palpable per- 
sonal animus of Mr. Horsman and the excitement of the House 
tended to neutralise; but we will venture to assert that, if the 
feeling and intention of members had been a pin’s point less decided, 
such a style and such a tone as that adopted by the Premier would 
have lost him many a vote. As it was, the division settled the future 
for the Budget, and left the House in a condition which poor Mr 
Du Cane must have keenly appreciated on Tuosday. E 

The necessity imposed on that gentleman of keeping his ora- 
torical fixed air hard under cork and wire for twenty-four hours was 
of itself a bore; but far greater must have been the mortification 
when the sound of the popping and fizzing fellon the dulled sense of 
a reactionary audience, is rising hope of his party is a somewhat 
pumping orator, with a weak, husk voice, anda jerking gesture, 
reminding one rather of the present Lord Ripon, supposing his style 
to be very much watered—an operation which it was not in the 
least calculated to bear. The House, having nothing better to do, 
waited very patiently, but awfully tamely, and listened to him 
without the slightest emotion. Mr. Disraeli, in the discharge of a 
fostering duty of leadership, turned round in his seat and watched 
him as he spoke ; but even he was wearied out by the undeviating 
tenacity of a speech which would not have been without its merits if 
it had been put into forty minutes instead of something near two 
hours. It was quite within the spirit of the occasion, but still 
slightly cruel for the Government not to put up an official of their 
own to answer him, but to let the task fall on an adherent so near to 
their good graces as the younger brother of Lord Granville must be, 
The debate which followed must have been conclusiveas to the utter dis- 
ccmfiture of the Opposition as an organisation against the Budget for 
it consisted solely of the pottering of young gentlemen, of whom the 
oldest, though he looks the youngest, was Sir Stafford Northcote. 
What its condition actually was may be gathered by the fact that 
Mr. Ayrton was suffered to wind it up in a speech of an hour and a 
half, which consisted of a string of loudly-pronounced generalities, 
and was only to be marked by an idea that it gave rise to, that 
the prospects of the Indian judgeship had assumed a new phase in 
his eyes since tte night before, for this time he neither abused 
(quite the contrary) nor declared his ixtention of voting against the 
Government. 

Among the more general features of the past weck which are to be 
noted we bave only space for two. At the close of last week the 
condition of the Government in the House was such as to lead to a 
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consideration of the Treaty with France from that of the Budget 
which was indorsed by several supporters of the Government, and 
especially by the chartered mouthpiece of the Wh'gs, as they at 
present exist pure and simple, in the form of Lord Harry Vane. It 
was be who unconsciously led Mr. Disraeli into the trap outof which 
he hes escaped very nearly with the loss of his tal. But positively 
Lord Palmerston in person was beaten in fact, and would have been 
discomfited on a division, if he bad persisted in taking ono, by even 
such a person es Mr. Pope Hennessy. Yes, it had come to this, and 
ee have come to worse, if Mr. Gladstone had not interposed on 
onday. 

Could the spirit of the great Sir Robert Peel have looked down 
on the scene he loved so well it would have shrieked to see the heir 
of bis immediate name doing his best to bring the House of Commons 
into the position in relation to its great functions as a judge and- 
jury society bears to a high court of law. It may minister to a 
morbid taste for notoriety for a member of Parliament to play a lon 
series cf fantestic tricks, and to string together, in an hour's speec 
dlivered to a deliberative assembly, a sequence of jesta which wou'd 
be eppropriate to that after-dinner moment at which Sir Robert 
Walpole used to say it was neces to introduce a topic on which 
every man could converse fluently ; but we do not envy the situa- 
tion of a representative of the people who, having for a time extorted 
rather than excited a sort o mirth under protest from the House of 
Commons, sits down amidst an ominous silence, and ungreeted by 
the faintest whisper of a cheer.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


Lord Holland's will, which from particular causes has been muh delayed, 
and which has excited the interest of the public, was proved in London, in 
the principal Registry of the Court of Probate, on Feb. 20. It was 
executed by his Lordship the day before his death; the greater part was 
written by bis medical attendant, and finished by the British Consul at 
Naples, who is one of the witnezees thereto, his Lordship having residcd in 
that city for some time. The will runs thus :—He leaves everyth ng “‘ to the 
will” of Lady Holland. To his Royal Highness the Duke d’Aumale he 
bequeaths a portrait of Prince Talleyrand ; to bis Imperial Highness Prince 
Jerome Bonaparte he bequeaths the portrait of the Emperor Napoleon by 
Gérard; to his friend Edward Cheney, Esq., he bequeaths his Italian 
paintings, which he hopes will be worthy of his accceptance; to M. 8. 
Davidson, Eeq., £500 ; to Mrs. Smith, of Barfoot, £100; and he bequeaths 
the following annuities:—To John Latham, Eeq., his medical attendant, 
£300 a year ; to his valet, £100 a year; to his butler, £50 a year; to his 
cook, £60 a year; to his head gardener, £40 a year; and one half-year’s 
wages to all his servants respectively; and appointed Lady Holland, the 
Earl of Shelburne, and Madgwick Spicer Davidson, Esq., of Spring-gard.ns, 
his executors. The personalty was sworn under £50,000. 

The late Dr. Todd, eminent alike both as a physician and for medical 
literary attainments, died suddenly on the 30th of January.

THE GRIZZLY BEAR OF THE 
PRAIRIES 

Tuer Engraving on e 173—which we owe 
to the graphic pencil of Mr. Darley, of New 
York—represents the struggle of a Pawnee 
Indian with a grizzly bear, an animal that, 
next to the buffalo, is the most noted and most 
formidable of the wild creatures that roam over 
the great prairies of the West. Captain 
Randolph B. Marcy, of the United States’ 
Army, in his recent admirable little work, 
‘The Prairie Traveller,” gives the following 
interesting information with respect to the 
manner in which the Indians track the bear 
over these regions, and to the sport which 
its — to the white sportsmen and 
ioncers of the wilderness. The readers of 
‘ooper’s novels are familiar with the wonderful 
, of the Indians when on the “ trail,” 
either in war or in hunting. — Marcy 
corroborates these details by his own ex- 
ience :—‘‘I remember upon one occasion,” 

e says, ‘as I was riding witha Delaware upon 
the prairies, we crossed the trail of a large 
P ay Indians travelling with lodges. The 
tracks appeared to me quite fresh, and I re- 
marked to the Indian that we must be near 
the party. ‘Oh no,’ said he; ‘the trail was 
made two days before in the morning,’ at the 
same time pointing with his finger to where the 
sun would be at about eight o'clock. Then, 
seeing that my curiosity was excited to know 
by what means he arrived at this conclusion, he called my 
attention to the fact that there had been no dew for the last 
two nights, but that on the previous morning it had been heavy. 
He then pointed out to me some spears of grass that had 
been pressed down into the earth by the horses’ hoofs, upon 
which the sand still adhered, having dried, and thus clearly showing 
that the was wet when the tracks were made. At another 
time, as I was travelling with the same Indian, I discovered upon 
the ground what I took to be a bear-track, with a distinctly-marked 
impression of the heel and all the toes. I immediately called the 
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Indian’s attention to it, at the same time flattering myself that I 
had made quite an important discovery which had escaped his obser- 
vation. he fellow remarked, with a smile, ‘Oh no, Captain, 
may be so be not bear-track.’ He then pointed with his gun-rod 
to some spears of that grew near the impression, but I did not 
comprehend the mystery until he dismounted and explained to me 
that, when the wind was blowing, the s s of grass would be bent 
over towards the ground, and the oscillating motion thereby pro- 
duced would scoop out the loose sand into the shape I fore 
described. The truth of this explanation was apparent, yet it 
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occurred to me that its solution would ha’ 
baffied the wits of most white men.” 
_ The grizzly bear is not a pleasant customer 
either to fall in with or to out with, though 
Captain Marcy speaks more contem tuously of 
him than some other travellers. ides the 
common black bear of the Eastern States, 
several others are found in the mountains of 
California, Oregon, Utah, and New Mexico— 
viz., the grizzly, brown, and cinnamon varie- 
ties. All have nearly the same habits, and are 
hunted in the same manner. “From ail I 
had heard of the grizzly bear,” says Captain 
Marcy, “I wasinduced to believe him one of 
the most formidable and savage animals in 
the universe; and the man who would 
deliberately encounter and kill one of these 
beasts had performed a signal feat of 
which entitled hin to a lofty position among 
the votaries of Nimrod. So firmly had I be- 
come impressed with this conviction that I 
should have been very reluctant to fire upon 
one had I met him when alone and on foot. 
The grizzly bear is assuredly the monarch of 
the American forests, and, so far as physical 
strength is concerned, he is, perhaps, without 
a rival in the world ; but, after some experience 
in hunting, my opinions regarding his courage 
and his willingness to attack men have very 
materially changed. 

*‘In passing over the elevated forks of the 
Platte River, in 1858, I encountered a full- 
grown female grizzly bear, with two cubs, very 
quietly reposing upon the open prairie, several 
miles distant from any timber, This being the 
first opportunity that had ever occurred to me 
for an encounter with the ursine monster, and 
ae imbued with the most exalted notions of 
the beast’s proclivities for offensive warfare, 
especially when in the presence of her offspring, 
it may very justly be imagined that I was 
rather more excited than usual. I, however, 
determined to make the assault. I felt the 
utmost confidence in my horse, as it was afraid 
of nothing; and, after arranging everything 
about my saddle and arms in good order, 
I advanced to within about eighty yards before 
I was discovered by the bear, when she raised 
herself upon her haunches and gave me ascru- 
tinising examination. I seized this opportune 
moment to fre, but missed my aim, and she 
started off, followed by her cubs at their ut- 
most speed. After loading again I gave the 
spurs to my horse and resumed the chase, soon 
passing the cubs, who were making the most 
—— cries of distress. They were heard 

y the dam, but she gave no other heed to 
them than occasionally to halt for an instant, 
turn around, sit up on her posteriors, and give 
a hasty look back ; but as soon as she saw me 
following her she invariably turned again and 
redoubled her speed. I pursued about four 
miles, and fired four balls into her beforeI suc- 
ceeded in bringing her to the ground, and from 
the time I first saw her until her death-wound, 
notwithstanding I was often very close upon 
her heels, she never came to bay or made the 


istance. 





slightest d tration of r Her sole purpose seemed to be 
to make her escape, leaving her cubs in the most cowardly manner. 
“Upon three other different occasions I met the mountain bears, 
and once the cinnamon species, which is calied the most formidable 
of all, and in none of these instances did they exhibit the slightest 
indication of anger or resistance, but invariably ran from me. Such 
is my experience with this formidable monarch of the plains and 
mountains. It is possible that if a man came suddenly upon the 
beast in a thicket, where it would have no previous warning, he 
might be attacked ; but it is my opinion that if the bear gets the 
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wind or sight of a man at avy considerable distance it will endeavour 
to get phan as soon as possible. I am so fully impressed with this 
idea tbat J shall hereafter hunt bears with a feeling of as much 
security as I would bave in hunting the buffalo. f : 

“The grizzly, like the black, bear hybernates in winter, and 
makes his appearance in the spring with his claws grown out 
long and very soft and tender; he is then poor, and unfit for food. 
I was told by an old Delaware Indian that, when the bear has been 
travellirg ogainst the wind, and wishes to lie dowa, he always turns 
in an opposite direction, and goes some distance before making his 
bed. ‘Ihe same Indian mentioned that, when a bear had been 
pursued, and sought shelter in a cave, he had often endeavoured to 
eject him with smoke, but that the bear would advance to the mouth 
of the cave, where the was burning, and put it out 
with Lis paws, then retreat into the cave again. This would 
indicate that Bruin is endowed with some glimpses of reasm 
beyond the ordin instincts of the brute creation in general, 
and, in iecd, is capable of discerning the connection between cause 
and effect. Notwithstanding the extraordinary intelligence which 
this q adruped exbibits upon some cccasions, upon others he shows 
himself to be one of the most stupid brates imaginable. For ex- 
ample, when he has taken possession of a cavern, and the courageous 
huntr enters with a torch and rifle, it is said he will, iastead of 
fore bly ejecting the intruder, raise himself upon his haunches an1 
cover bis eyes with his paws, so as to exclude the light ; apparently 
thinking that in this situation he cannot be seen. ‘The hunter caa 
then spproach as close as he pleases and shoot him down.

Tux Treaty wirn France.—Mr. Newproare asked whether it was 
understucd by the Government that the proposed reduction and abolition 
of imyx1t duties, pursuant to articles 5 and 6 of the treaty with France, 
were to take effect ae regards the produce of other countries than France 
and ber dependencie», in virtue of the obligations of the said treaty ?—The 
Cyancenton of the Excueqver said that the treaty with France had no 
effect «xcept with regard to French productions. If Parliament should 
think fit to retain duties on the productions of other countries they would 
not be pre Juded from doing so by the terms of the treaty. 

Purwic Iuvrnovements Biit.—On the motion for going into Com mittce 
on this bil, Mr. Waurer objected to the principle of the bill, which levied 
rates for places of public resort or amusement, which was much the same 
as that for the levying of church rates, which had been practically aban- 
doned. He moved that it be committed that day six months.—A short 
discuss‘on took place, the fecling expressed being against the bill.—Sir G 
Grey was of opinion that, looking at its machinery, the bill would prove 
wholly inoperative. He suggested that the H suse should go into Committee 
pro forma, for the purpose of remodeling the bill, Mr. Sianey assented, 
and postponcd the bill for a fortnight.

The right 
hon. gentlemen (in answer to Mr. Duncombe) said the Government did not 
intend to allow a drawback of the duties on British wines. 

Tue fix Detivs —In answer to Sir J. Paxton, the Cuancetton of the 
Excnicurn raidthere was no engagement between the Governments of 
France and England except those set forth in the treaty; but her Majesty's 
Government bad reason to believe that the French Government had no 
intention to raiee the duties upon English silk goods above the rates 
already : pecified. 

Int axp Bonpixnc,—The Cuancetton of the Excneqver, in reply to 
Majcr 8. Knox, eaid it was rot the intention of the Government to allow 
forei; n wines and spirits to be bonded in inland towns. Neither was it 
their in‘cntion to allow the duties on foreign wines and spirits to be col- 
lected by tle exciee. 

Bren Licenses,—The Cuancertor of the Excnequer, in reply to Mr. 
Wyld, eaid the much-vexed question of beer licensing would be left to be 
Cealt with «n a future occasion, when the general licensing system would 
be takcn into consideration - 

Prices or Anmy Commissions.—Mr. 8. Hersert, in answer to Sir H 
Stracey, said it was the intention of the Government}to lower the prices of 
the cavalry commissions to a level with the infantry, but there would bo 
no alteration in the pay of cither force from what it was at present. 

Dein Prize-moxey.—Sir C. Woop, in reply to Mr. Jones, said that the 
Government had received information as to the amount of the Dolhi priz:- 
money, and that it would be very shortly distributed. 

Tne Ixcome Tax.—The Cuascettor of the Excuequen, in reply to Mr 
Hi. B. Sheridan, said the income tax would continue to be levid as here- 
tofore. Incomes under £100 would, therefore, of course be exempted. 

THE BUDGET AND COMMERCIAL TREATY. 

Mr. Hvenann opened the aijourned debate. He said he could not con- 
gratulate the country upon the benefits it had derived from the treaty. Mr, 
Cobden bad been very successful in his lesson, and the Emporor of the 
French bad shown himeelf a very apt pupil; but this country would have to 

y a 2d. adaitional income tax as the price of Mr. Cobden’s first lesson on 
jw trade to the Emperor Napoleon. If our ioe Smeg | had exerted 
himself to get the ry oon to reduce his Army and Navy, so that we might 
reduce ours, it would have been areal benefit to the country, and we might 
then have been able to reduce our estimates by £10,000,000 (Hear, hear). 
He deprecated both the continuance of the income tax and the machinery 
by which it was to be asseseed and collected. The tax was most objection- 
able, because it was not only unequal in its operation as between class and 
class, but also as between members of the same class. 

Mr. E. Barnes said the treaty with France had been accepted and ap- 
proved of by the trading community of this country, for it was felt 
that, a'though England had gone further in her oe oy of free trade than 
France, the had not euneelt 80 much, nor 1 she departed from her 
established policy to the extent that France had (Hear). He regarded the 
Treaty and the Budget, taken together, as the perfection of our system of 
free trade, and predicted great prosperity to the country as the result of 
these opeiations. 

Mr. Bi ackevrn said it appeared to him that they were taxing the people 
at large to purchase free trade for the ironmasters and coalowners ; and, so 
far from that being free trade, it was a species of protection that was most 
upjust. He did not envy the ironmasters their agree prosperity, but 
set he c: uld not vote against the resolution of the hon. member for Es+ex. 
“ Mr. Mars opposed the motion, and expatiated at some length upon the 
adventages to be expected from the treaty, the greatest of which was that, 
in the course of a short time, both countries would be able to reduce their 

2 end Navy to the lowest strength. 

Aa HK abel objected to the treaty because it did not retain in the 
hands of the Government the power of exporting coal during a maritime 
war, and also because it made no provislon with rogard to shipping. He 
bad been always in favour of a repeal of the paper duty, but he thought the 
pr sent was a most inopportune time to propose that measure, when thera 
was so Jarge a deficiency. If the Chancellor of the Exchequer had retainei 
that duty, and equalised the duty on spirits to 10s., a sevenpenny income 
fax would have been euficient. He thought the penny stauw) on packazes 
an imyolitic measure. Notwithstanding his objections, he could not sap- 
port a resolution which tended to prevent the passing of a measure that 
would clear the tariff of a host of duties, 9 > from 
trade, would materially increase the prosperity o' e country. 

Mr. By xc cordially Jupported the scheme of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, especially with regard to the commercial treaty, the principle of 


which he hoped to see adopted by other countries as well as France. He 
approved of the income tax as a permanent source of revenue, although it 
was unequal in its re, and required readjustment. 

Sir F. Barixc defended the general principle of commercial treaties, but 
contended that endeavours should be made to get from other countries the 
same concessions that we had obtained from France, inasmuch as the con 
cessions on our side were made, not to france merely, but to all the world. 
One effect of the treaty would be to displace Cape wines for those of France. 
He concluded by warning the Government against leaving so large a 
deficiency as £11,000,000 or £12. 000,000 to be dealt with by a new Reformed 
Parliament 

Mr. Bucur (gave his warmest support to the financial scheme of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and reminded the House of a speech he had 
made last July, when he urged the importance of an understanding 
with France whereby those obstacles to the tradi intercourse 
of the two countries would be removed, and we should be enabled to offer to 
France 30,000,C00 customers for her produce. Soon after that speech com- 
munications were made by some of the leading commercial man of France 
t Mr. Cobden and himself in reference tohis propositions, the result of which 
was the commercial treaty, which he considcred one of the best measures 
which bad ever been effected for the benefit of both countries. 

Mr. Wuiresipe supported the motion, and charged Mr. Bright with an 
inordinate admiration of despotic Governments. That hon. gentleman had 
before now expressed great admiration of the Russian Governm nt, and he 
had always been foremost in y ee Emperor of the French. As 
regarded the Budget itself, he (Mr. Whiteside) considered it extravagant in 
the highest degree, and the imposition of a double income tax as not oaly a 
clumsy but an odious expedient. The right a then preseeles 
to analyse the commercial treaty, and maintained that the article in regard 
to wines was impracticable. ‘ 

Mr. Carpwe.t vindicated the financial propositions of the Government 
which, however formidable in the abstract, would, he believed, open up 
new sources of trade and industry, which would very soon more than 
balance the present expenditure of the country. 

On the motion of Mr. Newpecare the debate was adjourned. 








THE BUDGET. 


Mr. Gladstone has addressed an explanatory letter to ‘‘ The Committee 
of Importers and others,” who had forwarded to him remonstrances 
coeiuat 4 the penny registration due, against the charges for removal ani 
operations in warehouse, and against the stamp proposed upon dock 
warrants and contract notes. Mr. Gladstone admits that “ most or all of 
these resolutions may require to be modified;” but the details of the 
modifications cannot be settled until the House of Commons “shall have 
dealt with the larger and more vital questions involved in the scheme for 
the; remission of duties.” Meanwhile, he solicits suggestions. Mr. 
Gladstone further admits that many of proposed warehousin 
Soe are too high, and requests an expression of commercia 
opinion upon an alternative peas urged by a deputation from Liver- 
pool, that all dealers in bonded goods should be required to take out an 
annual license. Dock warrants are ‘‘not intended to be liable to those 
a repetitions of the charge imposed which has been apprehended ;”’ 
and, with regard to contract notes, bills of parcels are not contemplated in 
the new tax. In the entire communication the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
egain defers gracefully to the representations of the commercial commu- 
nity. Government are desirous of carrying out the nicely-balanced and 
well-digested system of remissions of and additions to taxation; but it is 
their earnest wish not to press upon any interest. Mr. Gladstone's tone 
contrasts advantageously with that imported into some of the mercantile 
discussions of these questions. 

Meetings of tbe different trades affected by the Budget have been held in 
all the principal towns, and the chambers of commerce have, as we stated 
last weck, mostly voted in favour of the Ministerial measure. Mr. Gla lstone 
has had a busy time of it. Deputations from the papermakers, the whole- 
sale stationers, the Irish and Scotch distillers, the licensed victuallers, the 
wholesale tea and sugar merchants, the Liverpool shipowners, the merchants 
and traders of Bristol, Hull, Newcastle, Cork, Greenock, and other towns, 
have had interviews with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and, while 
agreeing with the main features of the Budget, have protested against cer- 
tain parts which, as they think, affect injuriously their respective interests 
Mr. Gladstone expressed his readiness to receive all suggestions, and to in- 
troduce such modifications as may be proved to be necessary.

£120,000. 

Rattway CoLuision neEaR Wican.—Ona Sunday morning, about 
a quarter past one, the night up mail train from Edinburgh to London 
came into collision with a train of empty coal-waggons, at the junction 
with the Springs Branch Colliery Railway, about two miles from Wizan. 
The reeult was the total destruction of several coal-waggons, the disabling 
and partial destruction of the engine belonging to the mail train, much 
damage to several carriages, and the serious injury of three persons in the 
train, and one of the company’s servants at the junction. 

Girt oF A Pesortk’s Park To tHE Town or Huti.—Last 
Saturday the Mayor of Hull (Z. C. Pearson, Esq.), at a meeting of one of 
the committees of the local board of bealth, made a presentation of a 
people’s park to the town, on certain conditions being complied with. The 
conditions are that the land, extending over twenty-seven acres, shall bo 
laid out by the board of health, and kept by them in proper repair. The 
work is to commence at once, and the park is to be open for the public in 
September next. The cost of laying out, &., is estimated at £4000. A 
public subscription has been opened, and between £400 and £500 already 
obtained to defray the expenses. 


Tue Eart or CaRListe ON THE ConDITION OF IRELAND.— 
On Monday the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor of Dublin gave his inaugural 
banquet. Amongst the guests were the Lord Licutenant, who, in reply 
to the warmly-received toast of ‘‘The Hurl of Carlisle and Prosperity to 
Ireland,” delivered a very effective and characteristic speech, in which he 
thanked them for the honour they had done him, and congratulated them 
on the flourishing condition of the empire at large, and of [Ireland in par- 
ticular. He observed that it was fresh in the memories of many when 
the shrill wail of famine and the loud moan of fever wore heard in almost 
every street; but now, though there are still cases of great individud 
suffering, and also of crime which called for daily vigilance, under the 
blessing of Almighty goodness, the sore pressure of old evils had been 
comparatively removed. He felt it to bea matter of congratulation, and 
said that he was ready to enter into the duties which required their daily 
efforts, whether the improvement of their agriculture, the extension of 
their trade, the spread of education, and what not, with a stout heart. To 
illustrate his f gs, the Lord Lieutenant stated that he was at that 
moment engaged in putting up a drinking-fountain, and also, though he 
could say nothing about the proper means tw be used to bring such a result 
about, he hoped soon to see a copious supply of pure, wholesome waterin all 
the streets and houses of Dublin. 


Fatat Rattway Accrpent.—The Tottenham station of the 
unfortunate Eastern Counties Railway was the scene, on Monday morning, 
of a terrible accident. Owing to the breaking of the tire of a wheel, the 
engmme and tender, together with a first and second class carriage (the 
ee of the others breaking), got off the line, and the engine, running 
against the platform, completely turned over, and the attached tender and 
two carriages were all crushed together. The station-master, with great 
presence of mind, immediately took measures for stopping all trains, and, 
with the aid of the other officials and the passengers of the uninjured car- 
riages, proceeded to extricate the sufferers. The fireman, a young man 
named Cornwall, was found dead under the engine; the engine-driver, 
Rowell, was dug out from the ruins so terribly injured and scalded that he 
ae on Tuesday night ; Mr. Stokes, a miller of Saffron Walden, and Mr. 
Satchell, a hatter of Fenchurch-street, died shortly after extrication ; Pro- 
fessor Ellicott, of King’s College, Cambridge, was much hurt, besides 
havirg his leg broken, but was able to be sent home in an invalid carriage 
ey fitted up for the purpose, as was Mr. Taylor, of Bishop's Stortford ; 
Mr. Hatchin, an attorney, who had come from Audiey End, had both legs 
broken ; Mr. Garrett, miller, of Roydon, and Mr. Mauser, grocer, of Harlow, 
were both fearfully hurt, the former having his thigh broken in two places, 
besides sustaining internal injuries, and the latter being so injured as to be 
obliged to submit to amputation of one thigh. Another serious case was 
that of Mr. Bean, corndealer, an cold man of seventy-three, both of whose 
thighs were broken. Mr. Empson, of Saffron Walden, also had both thighs 
and one leg broken ; Mr. William Caswell had three ribs dislocated so as to 
press upon the lungs, and received other injuries which leave him a perfect 
wreck.

for the Little John Stakes; Zodiac, by the Cure, running in second. 
His Lordship’s filly will be remembered as the winner of the Yearling 
Stakes at Shrewsbury last November. 

The Cheltenham Club on Tuesday, and Lincoln on Wednesday and 
Thursday (we believe), are the racing fixtures for next week. 

Jobn Day, junior, has lost his landlord and stanch supporter in 
Sir John Barker Mill, of Mottisfont, near Romsey. He once kept a 
ae of foxhounds, and always had a horse or two in training at 

Janebury. He bought Cymba, the winner of the Oaks, in 1843, and 
bred a few things from her, but his racing was on a very quict scale, 
He was originally in the Church, and died in his fifty-seveath year.

The management of the Rorat Enctisa Opera have of late 
been reverting to some of the older articles of their répertvire — 
“The Resa of Castille,” ‘Tae Urown Diamonds,” the ‘‘ Sonnam- 
bula,” and one or two others- thus producing a variety of entertain- 
ment, which has proved very attractive. ‘‘ Dinorah” was given one 
evenirg this week by command of her Majesty. People have been 
surprised that this most beautiful opera, after so successful a pro- 
duction, should have been withdrawn so soon from the bills. This 
arose, however, from no slackening of its run, but (as we understand) 
from an arrangement with Mr. Gye—natural under the circum- 
stances—that its attraction should not betoo much exhausted before 
its reproduction in its Italian dress. Mr. Vincent Wallace's 
«‘ Lurline” was performed for the first time on Thursday, with com- 
plete and well deserved success. Next week we shall give some 
account of the opera and of its production. 

The New Philharmonic Concerts commenced for the season at 
St. James’s Hall on Monday evening, under the direction of Dr. 
Wylde, by whom they are now carried on. ‘The concert of Monday 
‘was an excellent entertainment. Dr. Wylde has formed a first-ra‘e 
orchestra, conducted by himself, with Mr. Henry Blagrove as _prin- 
ay violin, and including may of our most ominent instrumentalists. 

e chief feature of the concert was Beethoven’s sympony in B flat, 
one of the greatest of his works, performed in a manner that did 
high honour to the orchestra and their conductor, who wielded his 
baton with + firmness and judgment. Mozart's pianoforte 
concerto in G minor was admirably played by Mdlle. Marie Wieck, 
the sister of the celebrated Ciara Schumann, and akin to hor in 
talent as well as in blood. Mr. Henry Blagrave performed one of 
the finest concertos (that in E minor) of Spohr, his illustrious master, 
with a beauty of tone, bril’iancy of execution, and grace and a 
of style, which none of the foreign lions of the day could have 
exeelled. ‘A prophet,” they say, “is not honoured i bis owa 
country,” and, though this adage cannot be applied literally to Mr. 
Blagrove, yet he is too often made to give place to foreign violinists 
not equal to himself. Piatti played Bach’s ‘‘Saraband and Gavotte, 
displaying his incomparable command of the violoncello, Tho singers 
were Madame Rudersdorff and Mdlle. Parepa. The Hall was 
crowded, and the performances, both instrumental and vocal, were 
greatly applauded. 

The Madrigal Society had its one hundred and nineteenth 
anniversary festival, at Freemasons’ Hall, on Thursday last weok. 

Sir George Clerk, the president of the society, was in the chair, and 
there was a large assemblage of members and visitors. The music 
of the evening was an admirable selection of madrigals, consisting of 
fine specimens of Wilbye, Weelkes, Morley, Morenzio, and other 
great English and Italian masters of the eighteenth and seventeouth 
centuries, sung, as usual, confamore, and consequently well. This 
excellent society enjoys a green old age. It is independent of the 
influence of transitory tastes and fashions ; and, long as it has lived, 
there is every probability that it may live as long again. 

The London Glee and Madrigal Union completed, on Saturday 
morning their series of performances at the Dudley Gallery, 
Eeyptian Hall. This series has continued for seven weeks, during 
which time the performances (given twice a day) havo been cou- 
stantly attended by crowded audiences. Having already fully 
described these performances, it is sufficient at present to say that 
they are to be resumed at the same place on Monday next, and 
to be continued fora fcrtnight. Later in the season, we believe, 
tho society will return to the Hanover-square Rooms, where, last 
season, they gave the concerts which first made them known to the 
public,

Ir has been sometimes charged against the Royal 
Academy that its members are not insensible to the 
charms of good living, and the fascinations o 
friendship cul:ivated and ripened at the festive 
board ; and that the elections to academic honours 
have often been more or less influenced by such 
considerations. That the self-elected forty do not 
despise the claims of the culinary art as an associate 
of, or assistant to, Fine Art proper is evident from 
the fact that their annual exhibition is always in- 
augurated with a “spread,” when the newly. 
varnished pictures are introduced to the gaze of the 
world of taste and fashion amid the fumes of 
turtle and turbot, and the poppings of cham e. 
But, after all, this proceeding 4 perhaps only a 
covert rebuke upon the patron-public, whose precep- 
tions require priming from within before they can 
appreciate the efforts of genius decorating the 
walls, and whose pockets are only to be got at 
through their stomachs. That the Academicians 
should carry the same feeling home with them, and 
yer it as a guiding principle in the constitution 
of their body—that the associate and academician 
are, as arule, elected in recognition of their con- 
vivial powers, and other social qualities—is what, 
although we have often heard it repeated, we are not 
disposed to believe. No doubt there are certain 
considerations of personal merit and private regard 
which it is difficult altogether to set aside even 
in the exercise of an elective franchise of a 
quasi public nature, and which, ceteris ribus 
or nearly so, might not unnaturally turn the scale 
in favour of the man who had always a welcome to 
offer at his well-furnished mahogany. But further 
than this we are not di dto de the charge 
of undue randial influences in Trafalgar-square}; 
and even this extent of private influence wiil probably 
gre way in time in deference to public opinion, as 
y public opinion expresses itself more and 
more definitely and emphatically. And certainly, 
if the imputations of the nature we bave just been 
discussing had at any time any foundation, they are 
wholly rar as regards the most recent 
exercise of the electoral functions of the Academy 
in the choice of two gentlemen as Associates whose 
Portraits we give in the present number. Both 
are working men in the strictest sense of the word ; 
and no two working men in the lists of academic 
candidates ever cid less in the way of dining out 
and giving dinners. Mr. O'Neil, pursuing his 
industrious career in the seclusion of his studio, 
has not yet started his chef, nor graduated in the 
science of vintages; whilst Mr. Dobson, for 
many years past, has been a great deal abroad, far 
removed from personal intercourse with the mag- 
nates of the Academy. We may add that in both 
these selections, more especially that of Mr. O'Neil, 
we perceive a prompt recognition Joby the Royal 
Academy of a verdict already arrived at by public 
opinion. With these ay ny remarks we now 
proceed to record the few facts that have come to 
our knowledge in the lives of the two artists 
mentioned, beginning with Mr. Dobsoa. 

William Charles Thomas Dobson was born at 
Hamburg in the year 1817, being of English 
»arentage on the male side only. His father, John 
Dobson. was for many years a merchant in the 
above-named city; but, having suffered severe 
losses, returned to London with his family about 
the year 1826. The subject of our memoir had 
from earliest childhood evinced a it taste for 
drawing, which his friends, fortunately, encouraged. 
He ed his studies from the antique in the 
British Museum, about the year 1831, and was

admitted a student of the Royal Academy in 1836. 
He received his first instruction in painting from 
Mr. E, Opie, of Plymouth, a nephew of the late 
John Opie, R.A., who took great interest in the 
progress of his promising pupil. Added to this he 
was so fortunate, early in life, as to be introduced to 
Sir Charles (then Mr.) Eastlake, from whom, during 
many years, he had the advantage of receiving 
instruction and advice—both given without remu- 
neration and entirely as a matter of kindness. The 
fruits of this friendly teaching by a man of the cul- 
tured mind and pure taste of the worthy President 
are clearly seen in Mr. Dobson’s works, which con- 
stitute a class of themselves, distinct, in many 
respects, equally from the rude, venturesome paint- 
ing of the old English school and from the try 
- ‘ene finish of the new Pre-Raphaelite 
school. 

In the year 1843 Mr. Dobson was appointed— 
such the public patronage of rising genius in this 
country !—Head Master of the Government School 
of Design in Birmingham, where he taught pattern- 
drawing and flower-painting for two years. But a 
drudgery so unsuited to a creative fancy, so crush- 
ing and berg ry! to all aspiration for future 

vancement, could not hold him long. In 1845 he 
resigned this office, and hastened to Italy for the 
pares of pursuing the study of high art in its 
noblest home. Before his departure the students 
of the school tendered him a presentation of plate, 
in grateful recognition of their esteem and high 
appreciation of his talent. After his return from 
Italy, Mr. Dobson resolved to extend and diversify 
his course of study by proceeding to Germany, now 
the seat of an important movement in art. During 
the last two years he has been painting at Dresden, 
whence, we understand, he proposes returning in 
the ourse of the spring. 

The subjects ited by Mr. Dobson have been 
chiefly selected from Scripture or episodes of a 
devotional character. in his treatment of these 
themes he displays, unmistakably, what is so often 
wanting in the mere art of the schools—a love for 
holy things, and a reverential feeling which at once 
inspires and guides his pencil. The consequence 
of this is a prevailing moderation of tone, in which 
gue is almost entirely su aye a style of 

uty in form and colour which denotes the safe 
middle course of contentment and health rather 
than the wilder passages of worldly strife and 
vicissitude. He thus creates a sort of idea 
kingdom, upon which the eye rests directly with 
calmness and pleasure, and which awakens otr 
_———— to wiser and more generous relations 
t the world in its every-day course dreams 
of. That with these qualities he should not suc- 
ceed in satisfying everybody is not surprising. 
The respectable author of a volume on ‘Our 
Living Painters,” for instance, says of Mr. Dobson, 
‘He is, we confess, somewhat too much of a 
purist for us, bis works evincing a certain ~ee 4 
non-acceptance of humanity as a whole, whic 
sidly weakens his grasp of expression and character. 
To paint scenes of human life truly we hold it 
necessary to accept hrman nature unconditionally 
in its entirety. Not by expressing man as less than 
man, we think, can the artist hope to touch the 
deeper sympathies of the spectator. Purism takes 
away from, “‘ improves” nature; naturalism acce 
the whole nature, but shows us it at its best. 
tween these two methods of treatment the grada- 
tions are infinite, but we cannot for a moment 
pretend to doubt which is the highest.”

SAVOY AND NICE. 
Amona the political complications of Europe not the least was the 
rumoured annexation to the French empire of Savoy and Nice. Nor 
is the question entirely removed, even now, from that category, 
although the assurance has been officially given that the Emperor 
Napoleon will not take any overt step in the matter until the 
kingdom of Sardinia shall have been formally augmented by the 
addition of the Central Italian provinces ; and a promise has also 
been given that his Majesty will never effect the annexation of these 
provinces unless with the consent of their inhabitants, nor proceed 
to any final decision in the matter without having previouly con- 
sul the t Powers of Europe. Indeed, Savoy and Nice 
have been aimed for France as a natural right by some of 
the French journals. ‘‘ Does it not suffice,” says the Patric, “to 
cast a glance upon the map to understand that it is a fragment 
detached from our territory’ Treaties made in hatred to France

Amadeus VIII., Duke of Savoy 
and Prince of Piedmont. The 
county of Nice has remained ever 
since, with brief interruptions of temporary conquest, subject 
to the house of Savoy. Tho circumstances connected with 
the annexation of Nice to France deserve notice. The French 
troops, under the command of General Anselme, were received at Nice 
with enthusiasm, and a similar reception was given to another body 
under General Montesquieu, when they entered Chambery. Imme- 
diately after the entrance of the French troops two deputies were sent 
to the Convention by the inhabitants of Nice to demand their annexa- 
tion to France. One of these was Blanqui, the father of the political 
economist, and he explained the wishes of bis fellow-citizens at the 
sitting of the Convention the 21st of October, 1792. The President 
immediately placed the resolution among the orders of the day, but 
on the observation of Barrere that previous to the annexation of one 
nation to another the wishes of the people should be fully and freely 
expressed, the Convention declared that they could not entertain the 
question until the people had voted on it. The electors of Nice 
assembled on the 9th of December, and Blanqui again presented 
himself before the Convention on Jan. 11 to renew his demand. 
The annexation was finally yoted at the proposal of Cambon on the 
31st of the same month.
